1909,  as  amended  May  11th,  1921,  and  March  19th,  1923.  Special 
Agents  selected  official  samples  from  Selling  Agents  throughout  the 
State,  all  of  \Vhich  were  analyzed  chemically  and  examined  micro- 
scopically, and  the  results  obtained,  together  with  other  relevant 
data,  are  presented  in  tabular  form. 

It  is  recommended  that  this  report  be  published  in  bulletin  form 
for  distribution.

FEEDING  STUFFS  REPORT 

1923 

INTRODUCTION. 


The  activities  during  1923  under  the  provisions  of  tlie  law  regulat- 
ing the  sale  of  Commercial  Feeding  Stulis  consisted  of  registering 
the  brands  and  kinds  of  Feeding  Stuffs  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  State 
and  issuing  licenses  for  their  sale ;  collecting  and  analyzing  officia] 
samples  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  correctness  of  labels  and 
guarantees ;  analyzing  special  samples  submitted  by  residents  of  the 
State;  submitting  reports  of  the  results  of  analyses  to  all  Selling 
Agents,  Manufacturers  and  Importers  and  taking  legal  action  in 
cases  of  alleged  violations  of  the  law  where  misbranding  and  deficien- 
cies occurred. 

Registrations  were  received  from  972  manufacturing  and  import- 
ing firms  for  3233  different  ibrands  and  kinds  of  Feeding  Stuffs  for 
which  1204  licenses  were  issued  for  sales  during  1923. 

The  Special  Agents  visited  32G  cities  and  towns  in  57  counties 
throughout  the  State  and  obtained  from  Selling  Agents  1648  official 
samples,  which,  together  with  reports  covering  each,  were  forwarded 
to  the  Bureau.  In  addition  to  selecting  samples  many  shipments 
were  inspected  to  determine  whether  or  not  thty  were  correctly  la- 
belled, as  required.  These  official  samples,  which  represented  113(j 
different  kinds  and  brands,  manufactured  or  placed  on  sale  by  407 
different  firms,  were  eacih  analyzed  for  moisture,  protein,  fat  and  fiber 
and  examined  microscopically  for  composition  or  ingredients. 

C)f  the  total  number  of  official  samples  received  13<j5- represented 
feeding  stuffs  which  were  labelled  and  guaranteed.  Those  not  being 
guaranteed  as  required  consisted  for  the  most  part  of  Wheat  Bran, 
Wheat  Mixed  Feed,  Wheat  Middlings  and  Corn  and  Oats  Chop.  Of 
this  total  number  of  samples  guaranteed,  168,  or  12.3  per  cent.,  were 
deficient  in  either  protein  or  fat  or  both  of  these  constituents,  which 
exceeded  the  deficiencies  observed  for  the  1922  inspection,  estimated 
as  beino-  8.2  per  cent.  The  nunvber  of  samples  found  deficient  in  both 
protein*  and  fat  was  9,  or  .66  per  cent.,  those  deficient  in  protein 
alone  numlbered  94,  or  6.9  per  cent.,  and  65,  or  4.8  per  cent.,  were 
deficient  in  fat  alone.    The  total  number  of  samples  deficient  in  pro- 
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loin  Avas  103,  or  7.0  per  cent.,  and  the  total  number  deficient  in  fat 
was  74,  or  5.4  per  cent.  These  deficiencies  thus  ennraerated  were 
those  ^\^here  the  protein  Avas  found  to  be  1  per  cent,  or  more  and 
the  fat  .5  per  cent,  or  more  below  their  respective  guarantees. 

Of  the  total  number  of  samples  received,  736,  or  nearly  one-half, 
represented  mixed  feeds  composed  of  two  or  more  ingredients.  Of 
this  number,  3S4,  or  49.5  per  cent.,  showed,  upon  inicroscopical  ex- 
amination, variations  from  their  compositions  or  lists  of  ingredients, 
xi  large  proportion  of  these  variations  were  not  serious  as  many  were 
substitutions  of  one  ingredient  for  another,  not  materially  effecting 
tlie  protein,  fat  and  filber  contents.  In  other  cases  certain  ingre- 
dients suclh  as  Linseed,  Peanut  and  Cocoanut  Oil  Meals,  Distillers' 
Dried  Grains,  Corn  Gluten  Feed,  etc.,  were  not  found  present,  as 
claimed,  and  7  others,  especially  Poultry  Foods,  were  found  to  have 
been  adulterated  with  prohibited  materials,  including  whole  weed 
seeds.  The  greatest  variations  in  composition  were  found  in  mix- 
tures classified  as  Proprietary  Dairy  Feed,  Proprietary  Stock,  Horse 
and  Mule  Feed  and  Proprietary  Poultry  Foods.  Of  those  Mixed 
Feeds  whicli  contained  such  materials  as  clipped  oat  by-product,  oat 
meal  mill  by-product,  oat  hulls  and  cottonseed  hulls,  51  samples  were 
found  to  be  in  excess  of  12.1  per  cent,  of  crude  fiber,  the  amount  per- 
mitted in  such  mixtures.  These  overages  in  fiber  occurred  in  20  sam- 
ples of  Dairy  Feed,  28  samples  of  Stock,  Horse  and  Mule  Feed  and 
in  3  Chop  Feeds.  This  proportion  of  variations  from  claimed  com- 
positions is  entirely  too  large  and  while  those  feeds  which  failed  to 
contain  all  the  ingredients  claimed  did  not,  as  a  rule,  vary  greatly 
in  their  contents  of  total  nutrients  the  character  of  the  food  nutri- 
ents was  materially  clianged.  The  leaving  out  of  a  certain  ingr-e- 
dient  or  the  suibstitution  of  one  kind  ((f  by-product  for  another  is 
bad  practice,  not  only  because  it  is  in  violation  of  the  law  but  be- 
cause a  feed  so  revised  in  composition  does  not  give  to  the  consumer 
the  same  proportion  of  digestible  nutrients  and  energy  values  as 
guaranteed  and  labelled. 

It  became  necessary  during  the  year  where  deficiencies  and  false 
statements  of  com]>osition  were  found  and  for  failure  to  register 
brands  of  feeds,  as  required,  to  order  110  prosecutions  against  Selling 
Agents. 

Comparing  the  classes  of  feeds  examined  during  1922  with  the 
1923  brands  of  the  same  classes  the  average  retail  values  exceeded 
last  year's  values  in  praeticaily  every  class,  the  exceptions  being 
Cottonseed  Meals,  wliich  averaged  |58.74,  and  Poultry  Mash  Feeds, 
which  averaged  $66.15  a  ton.  The  Proprietary  Dairy  Feeds,  both 
with  and  without  molasses,  had  an  average  retail  selling  price  of 
150.22  a  ton;  the  Proprietary  Stock,  Horse  and  Mule  Feeds  averaged 
i^4:2M  a  ton,  and  the  Poultry  Scratch  Feeds  |53.63  a  ton.    The  aver-

age  retail  selling  values  of  certain  classes  of  Wheat  Offal  Feeds 
were  as  follows:  Wheat  Bran  |30.60,  Wheat  Standard  Middlings 
iis41.00,  Flonr  Middlings  |44.00  and  Red  Dog  Flour  |4f>.00  a  ton. 

During  the  year  covered  hy  this  report  409  special  samples  of 
feeding  stuffs,  together  witih  the  fee  of  -fl.OO  each,  were  submitted  by 
residents  of  the  State,  which  were  analyzed,  as  required,  and  reports 
submitted,  showing  the  result  oibtained.  As  these  samples  were  sub- 
mitted for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  correctness  of  guarantees 
and  for  arriving  at  correct  guarantees  in  the  case  of  brands  to  be 
placed  on  sale,  the  result  obtained  being  private  information,  they 
are  not  included  in  this  report. 

In  tlie  following  pages  will  be  found  Acknowledgments,  Tables 
showing  Classification  of  Samples  Analyzed  and  Summary  of  Defi- 
ciencies, Average,  Analyses  and  Retail  Prices,  according  to  classifica- 
tion of  grades  or  kinds  of  feeding  stuff's,  Key  to  TaWes,  showing 
arrangement  of  tabulations,  and  analyses  of  the  official  samples, 
followed  by  large  Table  III,  showing  in  detail  the  results  of  chem- 
ical analyses,  microscopical  examinations,  brand  names  and  names 
and  addresses  of  Manufacturers  and  Importers.

Each  sample  received  was  analyzed  for  moisture,  protein,  fat  and 
fiber  to  determine  correctness  of  guarantees  and  examined  micro- 
scopically in  order  to  establisilL  their  character  and  the  correctness 
of  lists  of  ingredients  and  for  the  presence  of  inferior  or  prohibited 
materials.  Tliey  were  classified  according  to  Table  I  and  wiiere  2 
or  more  samples  of  the  same  class  or  kind  of  Feed  are  included, 
averages  of  tiheir  compositions  were  estimated.  The  brand  names, 
names  and  addresses  of  Manufacturers,  Importers  and  Selling  Agents 
are  shown  in  alphabetical  order  and  in  addition  to  the  results  of 
analyses,  guarantees  found  printed  upon  sacks,  attached  card-s  or 
upon  cards  attached  to  bins,  Wteve  bulk  sales  were  made,  together 
with  retail  selling  prices,  'are  also  shown.  In  those  cases  where  the 
protein  was  found  to  be  1  per  cent,  or  more  below  and  tiie  fat  .50 
per  cent,  or  more  below  the  guarantees,  they  were  considered  defi- 
cient and  indicated  by  an  asterisk  (*)•  The  brands  of  Feeds  which 
were  not  registered  are  indicated  in  a  like  manner.  Each,  sample 
was  given  a  number,  which  are  shown  in  the  first  and  last  columns. 
The  several  classes  of  Feeds  will  be  found  in  Table  III'  under  the 
following  general  headings  and  sub-headings:
